On Anniversary 


A brilliantly lighted house, the 
calling of a large circle of friends, 
a cheery greeting to all and the 
serving of refreshments by a 
group of hostesses, marked the ob- 
servance of the 30th wedding 
anniversary of Dr. and Mrs. Allen 
H. Wright at their home on Main 
street last Saturday evening. 

They were married Nov. 18, 
1909 in St. Paul’s Episcopal 
church in Waterloo, N. Y. where 
Mrs. Wright was a teacher in the 
public schools and the Doctor was 
just beginning his medical prac- 
tice. After a short residence in 
New York state, they came to 
Massachusetts and located near 
North Adams and then removed 
;to Wilmington, Vt., where the 
Doctor built up a large practice 
and became active in the public 
life of the community. Realizing 
that a medical opportunity existed 
here, they came to Northfield 
about 14 years ago and purchased 
the beautiful home of Dr. and 
Mrs, Lucius Mason which became 
their residence and the office of 
the Doctor. This home was totally 
destroyed by fire some two years 
ago and the present home was 
built, which became at once, one 
of the most attractive and modern 
houses in the town. During the 
years Dr. and Mrs. Wright have 
entered into many of the activities 
of the town, including its political 
and social affairs. 

He has served as a trustee of 
the library, and has been the local 
school physician for many years. 
He is president of the Athletic As- 
sociation, and is National Medical 
Adviser of the Youth Hostel. For 
years he has been identified with 
the Franklin county hospital and 
the Farren Memorial hospital on 
its medical staffs. 

Mrs. Wright has been particu- 
larly active in the Eastern Star 
and the Fortnightly club of which 
she served as its president.

Can we read the signs any 
better? Do we realize that spirit- 
ual crisis can be met only with 
spiritual resources? Only a God-! 
centered life for individuals and 
for nations can make life worth 
diving.”

Tax Federation Speaker 
Is Governor Stassen; 
Meeting In Boston 


Harold E. Stassen, Governor of 
Minnesota, who has won national 
recognition for his sweeping re- 
Organization of the Minnesota 
state government, will be the 
principal speaker at the eighth 
annual meeting of the Massachu- 
setts Federation of Taxpayers As- 
sociations, which will be held at 
the Hotel Statler, Boston, Dec. 16. 
Governor Leverett Saltonstall will 
deliver the other principal .ad- 
dress. 

Stassen assumed the office of 
governor last January after a 
spectacular career as county pros- 
ecutor. Taking over a state gov- 
ernment which lagged in adminis- 
trative procedure, Stassen quickly 
put through the legislature a pro- 
gram of reorganization. 

Civil service, in which Massa- 
chusetts pioneered a half century 
ago, was provided for state em- 
ployees to end the political spoils | 
system. | 

At the same time, Stassen re- 
organized the state’s administra- 
tive affairs to put 
among leaders in the nation in 
state administrative reform, Nor- 
man MacDonald, executive direct- 
or of the Federation, reported on 
returning from a western trip. 

“Under the new Minnesota 


procedure, the state’s business and 
financial affairs are supervised by 
a commissioner of administration, 
a man who is appointed by the 


governor and whose powers ~ 
largely those of a ‘business man- 
ager’ for the state’? MacDonald 
explained. 

“Every three months,” he con- 
tinued, “‘the expenditures of state 
departments must be approved by 
the business manager. If receipts 
are falling, the business manager 
has power to cut expenditures. 
The amount the legislature ap- 
propriates thus stands as a maxi- 
mum that can be spent. 

“With revision of budget pro- 
cedure went a consolidation of 
some of the state’s 64 boards, bur- 
eaus, departments and agencies, 
and a reduction of more than 
$5,000,000 in state expenditures 
for 1939-40.” 

Born of pioneer stock of Scan- 
dinavian, German and Czech des- 
cent, Governor Stassen was raised

-on a farm, graduated from high 


school when he was 15, and began 
the practice of law at 21. 

Governor Vanderbilt of Rhode 
Island recently declared: “You're | 
going to hear more of that fel- 
low.””
